“ “Can you tell mo how to clear up 
the prostitution problem?” ‘This was 
the reply given by Mr F. W. Shaf- 
faln, Assistant Director of Criminal 
Intelligence (Crime), when asked by 
@ representative of th 
yesterday if the Polleo were starting 
or ‘attempting. to clean up .the 
brothels or prostitutes which nore 
known to be operating ali over the

“You cannot clear up prostitutes 
unless. you. first clear up the 
economic question’ which causes 
prostitution,” continued Mr Shaftain.

Horror in Yugoslavia

Reports from very reliable sources on the situation in Yugoslavia tell a-long 
‘tale of ruthless savagery and horror, says “The Times” correspondent in ‘Istanbil.: 
In all parts of Yugoslavia inhabited by Serbs, Germans, Hungarians, and Bulgarians 


“are competing with each other in cold-blooded, massacres aiming at the extermina- 


tion of the Serbian people. Since the invasion, exclusive of those killed in actual war 


many thousand. 
Here are some details. 


At Vrsatz a priest, Brashovan,: a 


merchant, Duya Radak, and 28 other persons were hanged; at

Elghty thousand 
Serbs have been expelled at short

The Bulgarians have acted with 
the same savayery in Serbian Mace- 
donia, executing many priests and 
inembers of patriotic socictics, A 
Bulgarlan.-named Piperkof’ distin- 
guished himself at SkoplJc for ruth- 
less cruclty. 


All persons born. after 1912, or 
who came to Serbian ‘Macedonia 
after that date, have been expelled 
by the Bulgarians, with the result 
that often husbands are separated 
from wives and mothers from chil- 
ren, : ;

For nearly five months 700 refugees—men, women and 


children of 15 nationalitics—were kept virtual 
French ship Alsina, anchored ‘off Dakar.

The Alsina left Marseilles for 
Brazi] on January 1 this year, 
but for an unknown reason was 
diverted to Dakar.

Travelling third class was Senor 
Alcola Zamora, ° ex-President of 
Spain, who had lost most of his 
lugange and was almost penniless.
